How it Begin In Russia. 


TERRIBLE BOILER EXPOLS10N IN 


SAN FRANCISCO- 


Cm.-A.NT IN INDIA. 


New YORK, Fob, 22.—A letter from 


St. Petersburg says of the plague in 
RUM!*: It lias spread io tlic southern 
province* at a rapid rate. Thousands 
upon thousands hare died with it with 
in the last five days. The victim* when 
taken live about two hours and turn 
blank all over as u negro. 
All the 


physicians ordered to the care of the 
•iok have died within twenty-four hours 
after their arrival. Corpses are burned 
and Bit are the houses in which the peo- 
ple die. 
Whole towns have been laid 


waste the past few days. Government 
has placed a cordon of soldiers around 
the infected province?, so that people 
cannot get out aod spread the disease. 
Any wlft attempt to break through the 
cordon are shot dead on the spot. 


The people are beginning to fcul un- 


easy all over the Empire. The Govern- 
ment, of course, does not allow the 
news to get out. 
All reports arc sup- 


pressed, but the worst of all is that no- 
body can get out of the Empire. 
The 


Austrian and German Governments have 
placed a doable cordon of soldiers along 
all tho frontiers, preventing all persons 
from entering their territory from Rus- 
sia. All persons from Kusaia by rail- 
road are stopped at the frontier and 
detained twenty days in quarantine, 
their baggage and clothing disinfected, 
and if tlit'V prove all right after a lapse 
uf twenty dayi, they arc permitted to 
croua the border. 
During the twenty- 


days quarantine the people art) housed 
in large sheds and barns, without any 
accommodation* or comforts. Of course 
knowledge of this fuel keeps tho people 
from traveling. There is no possibility 
of slipping out anywhere. The Govern- 
ment is doing all in iln power to pre- 
vent the disease from spreading, but if 
it is nut staved soon, the victims may 
full by thousands daily. It ia much 
worse than the yellow ibver was in the 
South last Summer. It wan brought 
by a Tartar suldicr a month ago, who, 
on giving Turkish territory, pulled off 
from a dead Turk on tlic Luttle-ficld a 
handsome silk shawl, which ho tied 
around his body. On arriving in his 
native lawn ho presented the sliuwl to 
hiu sweetheart, a girl of 19 years. She 
tied it around her body, and danced 
about for joy, in a room in which Were 
some twenty-five people. In two hours 
she died, and in fivu hours after the 
introduction of the slmwl into the room, 
the whole party of twenty-five had died. 
All turned bluek. In three days the 
whole town, containing 1,100 people, 
had died, with the exception of forty- 
three persons who had tied in time. 
I'rom this town the pest enramcnced 
spreading all over the country.

A crowd of more than 


two hundred people assembled to wit- 
ness the trial of u new propeller.

a threshing machine. Those who stood 
near were prostrated. 
The body of 


the engine was blown a distance of one 
hundred and fifty feet through the 
crowd. The dead lay prostrate in every 
direction—some fulling into the slough 
from the bridge. Ten or twelve dead 
bodies lay in one heap at the northwest 
corner of the bridge, others lay strewn, 
dead and dying, on the street, blown 
from 50 to 100 feet. 
The head* of 


some were blown to pieces, and others 
were blown to tho ground with such 
force as to break every bone in their 
bodies. 
Faces, hands, and whole per- 


sons steamed in dirt, suiokc and cind^jp. 
The wounded were proinply cared for, 
and the dead were left undisturbed un- 
til the excitement had subsided, when 
they were removed to the Coroner's 
office. 
The explosion was the result of 


earclessncs on the part of the engineer. 
The steam gunge refused to wort, and 
after the engineer had attempted to 
fii it and failed, ho screwed down the 
safety valve and went on with 
the 


work. The explosion occurred about 
fifteen minutes afterwards. 
Sixteen 


were killed and twenty-six wounded— 
four will die. Many were blown a con- 
siderable distance and escaped (unin- 
jured. The body of the engine, weigh- 
ing nearly 2,500 pmiuds, was blown 
over the telegraph wires and landed on 
the plata. Men are still engaged in 
dragging the slough in hopes of recover- 
ing bodies supposed to have been thrown 
io the slough by the explosion. 
Flags 


thrown to the breeie in honor to the 
memory of Washington were lowered 
half after the explosion. 


LAT^R—Additional 
particulars of 


the late boiler explosion at Stockton 
yesterday. At the timo of the explos- 
ion^ the steam indicator showed forty 
pounds of steam with aheavj fire in the 
furnace. 
Both ends of the engine were 


blown out, and the fly wheel blown into 
atoms. Five minute* before the acci- 
dent, engineer A very was warned that 
he could never work tho engine in inch 
a condition. 
Mr. Avcry answered: 


Prac- 
tical engineer! and boiler makers after 
the exploding of the boiler, this morn- 
ing declared that it was in good order 
and safe.
